and regulations of th e college and 
its historic surroundings. 
175 Freshmen Enroll 
Approximately 175 freshm en have i 
already signed up and others are ex- j 
peeled to enroll at th e last minute, j 
bringing the total to th e num ber an- j 
ticipated by college authorities. So I 
far 418 upper classm en have enroll- I 
ed for the new school year, Doctor j 
Hanson said. 
Doctor Hanson today announced 
th a t Wilbur L. Plank, of Gettysburg, 
has been added as a n instructor in 
electrical engineering, the depart­ 
m ent of which the late Dr. Rudolph 
Rosenstengel was head. 
Plank, a 
native of Gettysburg, was graduated 
from college in 1926 an d then spent 
two years with the G eneral Electric 
company 
He then worked for the j 
Cleveland union term inal com pany,; 
Cleveland, Ohio, for several years, j 
He is married to th e form er Miss 
Frances E. Tawney, daughter of Mr I 
and Mrs C. E. Tawney, Springs ave­ 
nue. 
Doctor Hanson .said Doctor Rosen- 
stenvle’s position would not be filled 
immediately and th a t in the m ean- 
*ime Dr. Frank H. Clutz. head of the 
mechanical engineering departm ent, 
would supervise the electrical engi­ 
neering departm ent. 
President Hanson also announced 
th a t Professor Fred E. Kelly, an in­ 
structor in the departm ent of edu­ 
cation. has accepted a position as 
professor of visual education at the 
Kutztown teachers’ college. Profes­ 
sor Kelly taught here for two years.

“A serum is now available, m ade 
from the blood of healthy individ­ 
uals who have had this disease and 
have entirely recovered. This “con­ 
valescent serum ’’ is believed, 
by 
some who have used it, to prevent 
paralysis and death in a consider­ 
able percentage of cases, but lf it is 
given it m ust be adm inistered before 
the paralysis sets in to do any good. 
“The general rules of health, in ­ 
cluding cleanliness, should be fol­ 
lowed strictly during an outbreak 
of th e malady. 
“The use of pasteurized m ilk is 
especially im portant, because of the 
possibility th a t raw milk may carry 
the germs of infantile paralysis, as 
it sometimes does the germ of other 
epidemic diseases.”

FIGURING OUT FAILURE 
nnHE most successful life is a network of failures. 
Like the mortar that

holds the stones or bricks of a great building in place, so do failures 
take hold upon the substantial elements of our character and hold them 
together into a solid whole. 
The important thing is not to get used to failure.

used, like a servant.

RAT INTELLIGENCE FOUND 
INCREASED BY BREEDING 


Animals of 30th Generation Learn 
More Easily, Briton Reports 
York, England. Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Learning ability, at least in rats, can 
be increased from generation to gen­ 
eration by proper breeding, Prof. W. 
McDougall has concluded from ex­ 
periments he reported to the British 
association Monday. 
Rats of the thirtieth generation, 
he said, made only twenty errors in 
the process of learning a specific 
task, whereas their ancestors, rats 
of the first generation, made 148 er­ 
rors. 
To test whether the improvement 
in the rats’ learning ability was due 
to selection of the right rats for 
breeding, 
he 
tried omitting 
the 
training for one or two generations 
and bred females of untrained stock 
with males of the trained family. 
In spite of these obstacles the rats 
continued to improve their learning 
ability, Prof. McDougall said.
